THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Lyman, in the 
County of Grafton, in said State, qualified to vote in 
town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Lyman Town 
Hall in said town on Tuesday the 8th day of March 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects. 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the en- 
suing year. 3 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be nec- 
essary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, 
and make appropriations for the same. 

3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the observance of Old Home 
Day. } 

4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the observance of Memorial 
Day. 

5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $25.00 for the Lisbon District Nurs- 
ing Association. 

6. To see if the town will vote to accept State Aid 
on its highways, and raise and appropriate such sums 
of money as may be necessary. 

7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the necessary sum for State Aid Maintenance 
on its state highways.

12. To see if the town will vote to throw up the road 
from 8. M. Locks past the E. F. Hoskins place so call- 
ed to main road at the Jake Williams place, subject to 
gates and bars. 

18. To see if the town will vote to throw up the 
road from Littleton town line above the Hosea Will- 
iams place to where it joins the road leading to 
Partridge Lake, subject to gates and bars.
